Iron Bar With Perforation Through 

Centre Stronger Than a Solid 
Bar 

It seems impossible that an iron bar 


be stronger than a, solid bar of the 
same diameter, but this has actually 


been proved to be the case. A Brit- 


from! ish firm has developed a very ingeni- 
| 


ous process of making what it calls 
a hollow cored bar with this increase 
ot strength. The hollow core is real- 


‘ly a small hole which extends from 


end to end of the bar. Obviously it 
would be a very costly business to 
bore a hole through the bar, and in 
consequence this firm 
a clever way of making the bar hol- 
low without drilling The mass of 
metal from which the bar is drawn is 
drilled in the first case, and the hole 
is packed tight with a spectal com 
position. The ends of the hole are 
subsequently sealed by a patented 
process of welding. When the plece 
of metal is rolled in the mill into a 
Jong bar the packing stretches with 
the metal and preserves the contin 
uity of the hole. One of the most 
important applications of this hollow 
cored bar is for mining drills where 
the hole is used for a current of air or 
au jet of water to cool the cutting 
edge. Where water is used it con- 
verts the dust made by the tool into 
slush before it can rise and be 
breathed by the miner. Thanks to 
this invention it is probably that the 
liability of miners to 
trouble will be greatly

_ | Where no attempt is made to have a 


garden. It should be generally recog: 
nized that the cost of operating oa 
| farm home can be greatly reduced by 
growing as large a percentage as pos- 
sible of the foodstuffs required in the 
home. A farm garden makes it much 
easter to supply a wholesome and di 
versified menu, and hence is an im- 
portant factor in maintaining the 
health of the members of the home. 


| good gardén may be summarized as 
' follows: — 

It is an evidence of thrift. 

It assists in reducing the cost of op- 
erating a home. It is a very expen- 
Sive matter for a farmer to have to 
purchase vegetables. 

It ensures the use of an abundance 
of green foods, and thus has a very 
| direct bearing on the health of those 
| depending upon it. 

Many of the vegetables produced in 
the average garden may be preserved 
for winter use by canning, thus insur- 
ing a supply of healthful food through- 
out the year. 

A well planned and cared-for gar- 
; den is a thing of beauty, especially if 
it is sheltered by a thrifty windbreak 
; and contains fruit and flowers as well 
ag vegetables. 

It is a very essential part of 
farm lay-out. It increases one’s 
pride in his farm. It makes the farm 
more self-supporting. It stops many 
of the avoidable leaks in the pocket- 
book. It lends the atmosphere of per- 
manence to the farm home.
